Automobile Gains on Cotton 
In Race for Export Honors 


ASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—A per- 

ceptible gain by the automo- 
bile on cotton in the race for first 
place in the export trade of the 
United States was disclosed to- 
day in an analysis of the coun- 
try’s foreign commerce for the 
first quarter of this year by the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

‘Cotton has long been far in the 
lead of export commodities, but the 
motor car, now in second place, is 
quickening its pace. During the 
first quarter of 1928, the value of 
cotton exports was $204,408,000 
while the value of automobiles, 
and accessories shipped

With an average increase in the 
price of unmanufactured cotton of 
nearly 6 cents a pound, America’s 
leading export showed a decrease of 
$25,000,000, or 11 per cent.

quantity the decrease amounted to 
632,000,000 pounds, or 38 per cent. 
with decidedly smaller takings by 
most of the principal markets— 
England, Germany, France, Bel- 
gium and Japan. 

Automobiles, parts and accessories 
strengthened their hold as the 
United States’ second leading ex- 
port, accounting for nearly one- 
tenth of our total exports in the 
first quarter of this year, the larg- 
est share yet enjoyed by the auto- 
motive industry. 

In quantity, exports of both motor 
trucks and buses and passenger cars 
increased in about the same ratio— 
slightly more than 18 per cent.— 
shipments abroad of the former in 
the first quarter of this year total- 
ing 30,215 and of the latter 85,771. 

The United States also exported 
47,583 automobile engines, or 90 per 
cent., more than in the first quarter 
of 1927.

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Tendency Toward Liberal 
Speed Laws Seen by A. A. A. 





ASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—There 

is a nation-wide tendency on 
the part of the states to liberalize 
speed limits and to judge the 
recklessness of the driver on the 
facts in the case, rather than on 
the mere question of overstepping 
a speed limit at the time of an 
accident. 

This statement was issued at na- 
tional headquarters of the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association today, 
based on a survey of speed limits in 
each of the forty-eight states and 
the District of Columbia, which 
shows that within the past three 
years a total of twenty-three states 





have eliminated obsolete speed | 
limits. 

The national motoring body points | 
out that highway experts, jurists | 


and traffic authorities throughout 
the country are coming to realize, 
after careful investigation, that) 
crowded conditions caused by slow- | 
moving traffic contribute more to 
the appalling number of accidents 
on the highways than the efficiently 
handled automobile moving at a fair 
rate of speed. 


“Move on” seems to be the 
watchword on the highways in 
the open country, and this, te- 


gether with the campaign to elim- 
inate speed traps and roadside 
courts, has done much to facili- 
tate the movement of the ever- 
increasing number of automobiles. 

The A.A.A. says it has been con- 
clusively shown that the states hav- 
ing speed laws that allow the motor- 
ist to “move on” have contributed 
Jess to the accident list than those 
with obsolete regulations. 


“A total of twenty-three states 
have increased the speed laws 
within the past three years,” ac- 


cording to the A. A. A., “and high- 
way authorities in all of these com- 
monwealths have been pleased with 
the results attained in moving traf- 
fic with safety. These states are:— 

“Alabama, 30 to 45 miles; Arizona, 
20 to 35 miles; Connecticut, 30 miles 
to ‘proper and careful operation’; | 
Florida, 30 to 45 miles; Georgia, 30

to 40 miles; Idaho, 30 to 35 miles; 
Indiana, 25 to 40 miles; Iowa, 25 to 
40 miles; Kentucky, 30 to 40 miles; 
Maryland, 25 to 40 miles; Michigan, 
35 to ‘reasonable and proper’; New 
Hampshire, 25 to 35 miles; New Jer- 
sey, 30 to 35 miles; North Carolina, 
30 to 45 miles; North Dakota, 30 to 
35 miles; Oregon, 30 to 35 miles; 
Pennsylvania, 30 to 35 miles; Rhode 
Island, 25 to 35 miles; South Caro- 
lina, 35 to 45 miles; Tennessee, 20 
to 30 miles; Vermont, 25 to 30 miles; 
Virginia, 30 to 35 miles, and Wash- 
ington, 30 to 40 miles.” 

The A. A. A. survey shows that 
the speed limit was increased by 
specific legislative action during the 
1927 sessions of the state Legislatures 
in at least ten states, and that it 
will be considered in numerous oth- 
ers at approaching sessions of the 
legislative bodies. 

The statement by the national 
motoring body continues:— 

“In the first place, there has 
been a very notable development 
in the tendency to divorce speed 
and recklessness and to judge the 
recklessness of the driver on the 
facts in the case and the situation 
confronting him, rather than on 
the mere question as to whether 
or not he was overstepping a 
speed limit at the time of the ac- 
cident. 


“Secondly, there was a _ very 
marked increase of opinion in favor 
of minimum speed laws, _ this 
thought being advanced by state 


officials who have observed over a 


long period of time that many acci- | 


dents are due to people taking a 
chance in getting out of the line of 
slow-moving _ traffic. While, of 
course, the practice of leaving the 
line always involves serious hazards, 
experience is driving home the fact 
that vehicles moving at an un- 
necessarily slow rate are proving 
one of the worst nuisances on the 
road today.”

OUSTON, TEX., Aug. 4.—The 
proposed plan to issue in the 
neighborhood of $300,000,000 long 
term highway bonds to provide 
funds enabling Texas to assume all 
highway construction and supervi- 
sion within its boundaries as op- 
posed to the present system of 
county and road district construc- 
tion has been the subject of con- 
siderable controversy since the 
scheme was formulated by the 
chairman of the Texas Highway 
Commission. 

Proponents maintain that it will 
unify the road system and thus 
bring about greater co-ordination in 
the maintenance as well as con- 
struction of a complete system of 
|roads covering the entire state. It 
lis generally recognized that certain 
| definite economies result from cen- 
tralization of a project of this 
|nature within a well defined juris- 
| diction. 

Construction undoubtedly would 
progress in a more uniform manner, 
building contracts would be grouped 
|and awarded in large single amounts 
one time, resulting in economy 
through what practically amounts 
to large scale production. Further- 
more it is reasonable to assume that 
economies would result through the 
state’s being able to borrow on a 
more favorable basis than counties 
and road districts have been able 
to do in the past. 

Suggested plan calls for issu- 
ance of between $300,000,000 and 
$350,000,000 long term bonds, funds 
so derived to be used by the state 
to repay counties for money cur- 
rently spent and to acquire all 
rights in roads now in service.

Texas Proposes Highway 
Similar to Iowa State Road 





The chairman of the Texas High- 
way Commission has prepared a 
plan calling for a bond issue. It has 
received some support and likewise 
some criticism. One of the principal 
critics, a state representative who is 
regarded as an authority on Texas 
highways since he is credited with 
authorship of the state highway act, 
the state road maintenance act and 
the first draft of the gasoline tax 
legislation, has expressed himself as 
against a bond issue of the amount 
proposed. In his opinion the state 
should take over highway construc- 
tion and supervision as a logical 
course to bring road building from 
chaos to order, but the funds to en- 
able counties to carry and eventual. 
ly retire their_present debts, as well 
as future construction, should come 
solely from the proceeds of the gaso- 
line. 

The proposed plan under which 
Texas would issue bonds is prac- 
tically identical with the proposed 
Iowa law, which will be brought 
before voters of that state in No- 
vember and which requires a bond 
authorization of $100,000,000. In 
both proposed plans revenues are 

to be obtained from the gasoline 
and license taxes. Iowa, however, 
is to assume payment of principal 
and interest on all outstanding 
county primary road bonds.

Morocco now ranks as_ the 
largest consumer of American 
automotive exports to French pos- 
sessions. In 1927 it accounted for 
27 per cent., increasing 85 per cent.

takings nearly four times.

In all the French possessions in 
the American hemisphere, Ameri- 
can automobiles dominate. In only 
one case are they outnumbered by 
foreign vehicles, namely in Guade- 
loupe, where United States trucks 
account for only about 15 per cent., 
although in passenger cars the 
American product accounts for 52 
per cent. 

In French Oceania and in Syria 
the American vehicle dominates. In 
French West Africa, French Somali-
